The Delian virgin dealt a feather'd flight. 

Tue hoary king, forgetful of his ſtate,

Another dart, with equal fury ſent, 310 


Transfix'd his hand and thro? his viſage went. 
He fell, and falling, pour'd a purple flood, 
And ſtain'd the virgin-ſhaft with holy blood. 
As Palamede to ſcale the bulwarks ftrove,. 
In his right eye the fatal arrow drove, 315 
Thro' all the optic nerves its paſſage tore, 
And iſſu'd at his nape beſmear'd with gore:

While thus the virgin round her ſhafts beſtows, 320

And raiſe new ramparts for the ſhatter'd wall!

At length they yield, and to the furious pair

And thoſe, by tempeſts forc'd amidit the waves, 
Have ne'er return'd, or found untimely graves. 17; 
Hence undiſcover'd ſtill the ſeas remain, 
That num'rous iſles and mighty ſtates contain.

Beneath her wing a tablet hung conceal'd, 
Which, open'd, to his ſight theſe words reveal'd. 
To thee th' Egyptian chief his zeal commends, 
And health to great Judza's Sov'reign ſends. 
Fear not, O Monarch! ſtill thy tow'rs defend, 
Till the fifth morn her welcome light extend: 
Then ſhall our arms relieve your threaten'd all ; - 
Sion ſhall conquer, and the Chriſtians fall. 
Such was the ſecret in the tablet ſeal'd, 
In barb*rous phraſe and characters reveal'd. 
Theſe winged heralds thus the mandates bear 350 
Of eaſtern nations thro? the fields of air. 
The prince now ſet the captive dove at large, 
But ſhe (a guiltleſs trait'reſs to her charge) 
As conſcious of th' event, no more return'd, 
But diſtant from her lord in ſecret mourn'd. 355 
The leader then conven'd the princely train, 
The tidings ſtrait diſclos'd, and thus began,

His back the Syrian bow and quiver bore, 
And all his looks a foreign ſemblance wore. 
The wond'ring crowds admir'd his ready tongue, 418

But where the ſquadrons to the left were ſpread, 

(A wider ſpace) there Altamorus brings 

His Afric Monarchs, and his Perfian Kings: 

From thence their ſlings, their arrows they prepare, 
And all the miſſile thunder of the war. 150 

Nc Emirenes ev'ry rank inſpires, 

The fearful raiſes, and the valiant fires : 

To thoſe he cry'd - What mean your looks depreſs'd? 

What fear unmanly harbours in your breaſt ? 

Our near approach ſhall daunt yon hoſtile train, 155 

Our ſhouts alone ſhall drive them from the plain. 

To theſe—No more delay, ye gen'rous bands !

The ſtreaming banners to the wind are ſpread, 175 
The plumage nods on ev'ry creſted head; 

Arms, veſts, devices catch the ſunny rays, 

And ſteel and gold with mingled ſplendor blaze! 
Each ſpacious hoſt on either fide appears 

A ſteely wood, a grove of waving ſpears. 180

Then Artaxerxes in the duſt ſhe laid, 

And thro? Argeus thruſt her furious blade, 

At Iſhmael's arm her rapid ſtecl the guides, 
Ard the cloſe juncture of the hand divides: 
The ſever'd hand at once the reign forſook ; 
Above the ſtartled courſer hiſs'd the ſtroke ; 
He rear'd aloft, and ſeiz'd with ſudden fright, 


Broke thro? the ranks, and diſcompos'd the fight. 


All theſe and numbers more her fury feel, 

Whoſe names in filence ages paſt conceal : 

But *zainſt her now the thronging Perſians came, 
And Edward ran t' aſſiſt the matchleſs dame. 
With force united then, the faithful pair 
Undaunted bore the ruſhing ſtorm of war, 
Neglectful of themſelves a midſt the ſtrife, 

Each gaards, with watchful care, the other's life. 
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Her ready ſhield the warlike damſel ſpread, 

And turn'd the weapons aim'd at Edward's head. 
He, o'er his ſpouſe, his fencing buckler throws: 
Each ſeeks for each the vengeance on the foes. 

By him the daring Artaban was ſlain, 

Who in Boecan's ifland held his reign: 

By him his inſtant fate Alvantes found, 

Who durſt at fair Gildippe aim the wound. 

Then Arimontes? brow ſhe cleft in two, 

Who, with drawn ſword, againſt her conſort flew. 
While theſe reſiſtleſs midſt the Perſians rag'd; 
More dire Samarcand's King the Franks engag'd. 
Where-e'er he turn'd his ſteed, or drove his ſteel, 
The horſe and foot before his fury fell: 

And choſe that *ſcape the faulchion's milder death, 245 
Beneath the courſer's feet groan out their breath! 
By Altamorus on the dreadful plain, 

Brunello ſtrong, Ardonio huge was ſlain : 
Of that the helm and head the ſword divides; 
The gory viſage hangs on equal files. 250 
This pierc'd where laughter firſt derives its birth, 
And the glad heart dilates to pleaſing mirth, 
(Wond'rous and horrid to the gazer's eyes!) 
Now laughs conſtrain'd, and as he laughs he dies! 
With theſe Gentonio, Guaſco, Guido dy'd : 
And good Roſmondo {well'd the crimſon tide. | 
What tongue can tell the throng depriv'd of breath, 
The wounds deſcribe, or dwell on ev'ry death ? 

None yet appear'd, of all the warring band, 
Who durſt ſuftain his valour hand to hand. lo 
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Alone Gildippe *gainſt the monarch came; 

No fear could damp her gen'rous thirſt of fame. 

Leſs bold on fair Thermodoon's winding ſhore, 

Each warlike Amazon her buckler bore, 

Or rear'd her axe; than now, with glorious heat, 265 

Gildippe ruſh'd the Perfian's rage to meet. 

She rais'd her ſword, and firuck the regal crown _ 

That round his helm with pomp barbaric ſhone. 

The glitt'ring honours from his brows ſhe rent; 

Beneath the force the mighty warrior bent. 270 

The king with ſhame the puw'rful arm confeſs'd, 

And ſwift t avenge the blow his ſteel addreſs'd: 

Full on her front ſo fierce the dame he ſtruck, 

That ſenſe her mind, and ſtrength her limbs forſook. 

Then had ſhe fall'n, but near with ready hand 275 

Her faithful lord her finking weight ſuſtain'd. 

Nomore the lofty foe his ſtroke purſu'd, 

But with difdain an eaſy conqueſt view'd : 

So the bold lion, with a ſcornful eye, 

| Scowls on the proſtrate prey, and paſles by. 289 
Meantime fierce Ormond, who, with murd'rous care, 

Had ſpread for Godfrey's life the fatal ſnare, 

Diſguis'd, was mingled with the Chriſtian band, 

And near their chief his dire aſſociates ſtand, 

So prowling waves an entrance ſeek to gain, 285 

Like faithful dogs, amongſt the woolly train; | 

They watch the folds when welcome ſhades ariſe, 

And hide their quiv'ring tails between their thighs. 

Th' infidious band advanc'd, and now in view 

Near pious Godfrey's fide the pagan drew. 290 

| | Soon 
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Soon as the prince the white and gold ſurvey'd, 

(The certain token which their wile betray'd) 

Behold the traitor there confeſs'd (he cries) 

Who veils his treaſon with a Frank's diſguiſe! 

At me his followers aim the deadly blow — 295 
He ſaid, and ruſh'd againſt the treach'rous foe : 

O' er Ormond ſwift th' avenging blade he rais'd; 

Th' aftoniſh'd wretch, without reſiſtance, gaz'd:. 

And, while a ſudden terror froze his blood, 

With ſtiff' ning limbs, a ſenſeleſs ſtatue ood. 300 
Each ſword was turn'd againſt the fraudful crew, 

At theſe the ſhafts from ev'ry quiver flew : 

In pieces hewn their bodies ſtrew the plains ; 

And not a ſingle corſe entire remains! 

Now, ſtain'd with ſlaughter, Godfrey bent his courſe 
To where the valiant Altamorus' force 305

The threats of anger, aud the ſoldier's cry, 

The groans of thoſe that fall, and thoſe that die. 

'The ſplendid arms that ſhone ſo gay before, 

Now, ſudden chang'd, delight the eyes no more. 345 
The Reel has loſt its gleam, the gold its blaze; 

No more the vary'd colours blend their ray: 


Two Robertz there the pagan force defy'd: 
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Torn from the creſt the ſully'd via loſt, 

And duſt and blood deform the pomp of either hoſt! 
Now, on the left, with Ethiopia's train, 350 

The Moors and Arabs wheel around the plain. 

The lingers next, and archers from afar 

Pour'd on the Franks a thick and miſſile war: 

When lo! Rinaldo, with his ſquadron came, 

Dire as an earthquake, ſwift as lightning's flame! 355 

From Meroe, firſt of Ethiopia's bands, 

Full ia his paſſage Aſſiinirus ſtands: 

Rinaldo reach'd htm, where the ſable head 

Join'd to the neck, and mix'd him with the dead. 

Soon as his ſword the taſte of blood confeſs'd, 370 

New ardor kindled in the hero's breaſt. 

Thro” all the throng the dreadful victor ſtorm'd, 

And deeds, tranſcending human faith, perform'd. 

As, when th' envenom'd ſerpent ſhoots along, 

Furious he ſeems to dart a triple tongue: 365 

At once the chief appears three ſwords to wield, 

And hurl a threefold vengeance round the field. 

The ſwarthy kings, the Lybian tyrants die, 

Drench'd in each other's blood confus'd, they lie. 

Fierce with the reſt his following friends engage, 370 

His great example animates their rage, 

Without defence th' aſtoni{t'd vulgar fall; 

One univerſal ruin levels all! | 

*T'was war no more, but carnage thro” the field; 

Thoſe lift the ſword, and theſe their boſoms yield. 375 

No longer now the pagans fink, oppreſs'd 

With wounds before, all honeſt on the breaſt ; 
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Loft are their ranks, they fly with headlong fear, 
And pale confuſion trembles in their rear: 
Behind, Rinaldo pours along the plain, 380 
And breaks and ſcatters wide the tim'rous train.

Swift on th* unguarded files Rinaldo flew; 
As ſwift behind his brzve compeers purſue : _ 395 
Spears, darts, and ſwords in vain his might withſtand, 
Whole legions fall beneath his dreadful hand ! 
Not with ſuch rage a burſting tempeſt borne, 
Sweeps o'er the field, and mows the golden corn, 
The ſtreaming blood in purple torrents ſwell'd! 4c0 
And arms, and mangled limbs the earth conceal'd : 
There, uncontroul'd, the foaming courſers tread, 
Bound o'er the plain, and trample on the dead ! 
Now came Rinaldo where, with martial air, 

+ Appear'd Armida in her glitt'ring car. 405 
A train of lovers near her perſon wait, 
+ glorious guard, the nobles of the ſtate! 
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She ſees | ſhe knows! — conflicting paſſions riſe, 
Deſire and anger tremble in her eyes. 
A tranſient bluſh the heto's viſage burns; 410 
But heat and cold poſſeſs her heart by turns. 
The knight, declining from the car, withdrew, 
Not unregarded by the rival-crew ; 
Thoſe lift the ſword, and theſe the lance protend ; 
Ev'n ſhe prepares her threat'ning bow to bend, 415 
She fits the ſhaft, diſdain her thoughts impell'd, | 
But love awhile the purpos'd ſtroke with-held, 
Thrice in her hand the miſſile reed ſhe tries; 
And thrice her fault'ring hand its ſtrength denies. 
At length her wrath prevails, ſhe twangs the ſtring, 420 
And ſends the whizzing arrow on. the wing : 
Swift flies the ſhaft — as ſwiftly flies her pray'r 
That all its fury may, be ſpent in air! 
She hopes, ſhe fears, ſhe follows with her eye, 
And marks the weapon as it cuts the ſky. 425 
The weapon, not unfaithful to her aim, 
Againſt the warrior's ſtubborn cors'let came: 
Harmleſs it fell; aſide the hero turn'd : 
She deem'd her pow'r deſpis'd, her anger ſcorn'd: 
Again ſhe bent her bow, but fail'd. to wound, 430 
While love with ſurer darts her boſom found. 

And is he then impervious to the ſteel, 
And fears he not (ſhe cry'd) the ſtroke to feel? 
Does tenfold adamant his limba ãnveſt, 
That adamant which guards his rut leſs breaſt 5 435 
So well ſecur'd that ſafely he defies 
The ſword of battle, or the fair one's eyes ? 
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What further arts for wretched me remain? — 

Attempt no more — for ev'ry art is vain! 

Arm'd or diſarm'd an equal fate I know, 410 

Alike contemn'd, a lover or a foe! 

Where now, alas! is ev'ry former boaſt— 

Behold my warriors faint ! — my hopes are'loſt! 

A gainſt his valour ev'ry ſtrength muſt fail; 

Nor courage can withſtand, nor arms avail! 445 

While thus ſhe thought, her champions round ſhe view'd 

O'erthrown, or ta'en, or welt'ring in their blood. 

What ſhould ſhe do? — alone, unhelp'd remain ? 

Already now ſhe dreads the victor's chain: 

Nor dares (the bow and jav'lin at her fide) 450 

In Pallas? or Diana's arms conſide. 

As when the fearful cygnet ſees on high 

The ſtrong-pounc'd eagle ftooping from the ky, 

 Trembling ſhe cow'rs beneath th' impending fate; 

So ſeem'd Armida, ſuch her dang'rous ſtate, 455 
But Altamorus, who from ſhameful flight 

Still held the Perſians, and maintain'd the fight, 

Her peril view'd, and, careleſs of his fame, 

His troops forfook, and to her reſcue came. 

With rapid ſword he breaks amid the war, 460 

And wheels around her, and defends the car: 

_ While dire deſtruction rages through his bands, 

O'erthrown by Godfrey and Rinaldo's hands. 

This ſees th' unhappy prince, but ſees in vain: | 

Armida ſuccour'd, now he turns again, 40 5 ö 

But flew too late t' aſſiſt his routed train! 
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There all was loſt; a gen'ral panic ſpread; 
Diſpers'd, around the broken Perſians fled. 
In other parts the fainting Chriſtians yield; 


Two Roberts there in vain direct the field; | 40 
One ſcarce eſcap'd with life; his wounded breaſt 
And bleeding front the hoſtile ſteel confeſsd/ 


While fierce Adraſtus one his pris'ner made: 
Thus equal chance the dubious battle ſway'd. 
But Godfrey now his hardy warriors warm'd, 47 
Again to fight his ready bands he form'd; 
Then bravely on the victor- forces flew ;. 
They join, they thicken, and the war renew. 
Each fide appears diſtain'd with adverſe gore; 
Each fide the glorious ſigns of triumph bore. 439 
Conqueſt and fame on either part are ſeen, 
And Mars and Fortune doubtful ftand between. 
While thus the combat rages on the plain 
Betwixt the Chriſtian and the pagan train; 
High on the tow'r the haughty Soldan ſtood, 495 
From whence, intent, the diſtant ſtrife he view'd, 
Struck with the fight, his breaſt with envy ſwell'd, 
He burn'd to mingle in the fatal field. 
All arm'd beſides, he ſnatch'd with eager haſte, 
And on his head his radiant helmet plac'd: 490 
Riſe! riſe! (he ſaid) no longer ſlothful lie— 
Behold the time to conquer or to die! 
Then, whether heav'n's high providence inſpir'd

But ſtill unrouted ſtood the Gaſcon band, 
Tho? nearer theſe the Soldan's rage ſuſtain'd, 
And fell in heaps beneath his ſlaught'ring hand. 5 15 
Not with ſuch wrath the ſavage beaſt indu'd, 
Leaps o'er the fold, and dies the ground with blood: 
Not with ſuch fury, thro? th' ethereal ſpace, 
Voracious vultures rend the feather'd race. 
'Thro? plated fteel his ſtrength reſiſtleſs drives, 520 
While his keen faulchion drinks the warriors” lives! 
With Aladine the pagans quit the tow'r, 
And furious on their late beſiegers pour. 

But Raymond now advanc'd with fearleſs haſte, 
And ſaw where Solyman his ſquadron preſs'd; 525 
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Nor yet the hoary chief his ſteps forbore, 

Nor ſhunn'd that arm whoſe force he felt before. 

Again to combat he defies the foe, 

Again his front receives a dreadful blow : 

Again he falls; in vain declining age 530 
With ſtrength unequal would ſuch pow'r engage. 
Behold a hundred ſwords and ſhields difplay'd ; 

And theſe defend the knight, and thoſe invade. 

But thence with ſpeed th' impetuous Soldan flies; 

(He deems him lain, or deems an eaſy prize) 535 
Deſcending, o'er the ruin'd works he goes 
To diſtant plains, where fiercer battle glows : 

Far other ſcenes his barb'rous rage demands, 

Far other deaths muſt glut his cruel hands ! 

Meanwhile around the late beleaguer'd tow'r, 540 
New. vigour ſtill inſpir'd the pagan pow'r ; | 
The warmth their leader breath'd they ſtill retain 
And with the Chriſtians ſtill their fears remain. 

Thoſe ſeek to finiſh what their chief begun;
